Iam afraid we have not a very high 
standard of what constitutes a good 
Catholic. To avoid mortal sin and 


: deliberate venial sin, and to do good 


‘only when it comes in our way, and

much as suffices for the time, is often 
looked on as the measure of a good 
Catholic. That can hardly be called 
a high standard. Obedience to the 
Commandments is required from the 
Jew and Gentile, for the Command- 
ments are simply the natural law 
transcribed from the tables of the 
heart to sensible tables to provide 
against excuses. The keeping of the 
Commandments would be a high stan- 
dard for a good Jew or a good pagan. 
Something far more than this is to 
be expected from the Catholic. who 
was reborn and grafted in Christ, a 
child of God, fed with the food of 
Angels, called to a heavenly kingship. 

In formulating a plan, we should, 
I think, begin with giving the stand- 
ard of a good Catholic, for there are 
many who think that if a man goes to 
Mass and puts a trifle on the plate, 
and an extra trifle for a Diocesan col- 
lection, he is, without doubt, a good 
Catholic. We must raise the standard.

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CATHOLICS -ARE 
Intolerance is everywhere manifest in this country ; in 
fact it would seem to be the outstanding characteristic of 
post-war life. But it is not Catholie intolerance. It is non- 
Catholic intolerance of Catholicism, and of Catholic institu- 
tions. It is Protestant intolerance, as may be gathered from 
Resolutions passed at Conventions and Conferences, from the 
protests which go to the President, or to other public officials 
when they try to be somewhat fair to Catholics, from the 
efforts made to keep Catholics out of office, off School Boards, 
to Close their schools, ete. So far is intolerance earried by 
many who are not Catholic, that some of the greatest bene- 
factors of otir country are ignored if not spurned for the sole 
reaaon of their religion, Traces of this intolerance have been 
found in several text books of history used in the public 
schools. 
On the other hand Catholics are most tolerant. Never 
do they inquire concerning the religious affiliation of the 
politician; never do they try to learn whether the merchant 
they deal with is Catholic, or Protestant, or infidel. Never 
do they complain of the invasion of public schools by minis- 
tere. Never do they object to the ammount of space given by 
the newspapers to Protestant services. Never do they object 
when the Rotary or Kiwanis Clubs, to which they belong, 
send only Protestant boys to simmer camps. Never do they 
object when Protestant institutions are generously assisted 
by a Community Chest, even when its major part is eontrib- 
uted by Catholics. 
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“We believe in the widest possible latitude in religious be- 
lief, in complete religious freedom, but that is vastly different 
iberately misrepresenting any particular religion with 


eso 
As an open profession of principle nearly every Ameri- 

can would endorse this statement, yet more than half the 
people of the United States are doing their utmost to “dis- 
credit a particular religion, and to injure its communicants.” 
Hypocrisy is therefore a very common trait in the majority 
of people. In many communities the average non-Catholic 
is openly respectful to his Catholic neighbor—for neighborly, 
or social, or common business reasons; but at heart he is dis- 
posed te encourage any movement directed against Catholics 


\ or their Church. Evidences of this are so common that proof 


is unnecessary. 

Catholics may be not all be free from hypocrisy in other 
repects, but they could not be induced to band together 
against Protestants, or even to show sympathy for any anti- 
Protestant movement. 
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“Hatred and envy have replaced happiness and centent- 
ment. Passion has taken the place of devotion to family and 
state. and the desire to hit someone and to overcome some- 
one ig all over the world. The world never needed a message 
of good will as it needs one today:’—NEW YORK HERALD, 
Nov. 21, 1922. 

This is an awful indictment to be registered against 
the proverbial tolerant American at this late day. But, 
thank God, the indictment has no application to Catholics. 
They wish their country well; there is nothing destructive 
in their propaganda. No matter how different their religion 
may be from that professed by other citizens, they support 
no anti-Protestant paper. Religion does not become a con- 
sideration with them in politics, in business, in social life. 
They are willng to leave the Almighty Himself be the sole 
Judge of the dispositions of all persons, including Catholics 
themselves, for salvation. 


iS OUR AGE AND COUNTRY MORE TOLERANT? 

We are inclined to read, with affected horror, the 
graphic accounts of ancient and mediteval cruelty which some 
unhistorical historians, with a perichant for their own par- 
ticular propaganda, play up.
